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FOREWORD 


The district census handbook (DCH), compiled by the Census Organisation on behalf of the State Governments, 
is one of the most valuable products of the Census. The DCH is constantly referred to by planners, adminisira- 
tors, academicians and researchers. It is ¿nter alia used for delimitation of constituencies, formulation of 
local level and regional plans and as an aid to District administration. The district census handbook 
is the only publication which provides Primary Census Abstract (PCA) data upto village level for the 
rural areas and wardwise for each city or town. It also provides data on infrastructure and amenities 
in villages and towns, etc. 


The district census handbook series was initiated during the 1951 Census. It contained important census 
tables and PCA for each village and town of the district. During 1961 Census the scope of the DCH was 
enlarged and it contained a descriptive account of the district, administrative statistics, census tables and 
a village and town directory, including PCA. The 1971 DCH series was planned in three parts. 
Part—A related to village and town directory, Part—B to village and town PCA and Part—C comprised 
analytical report, administrative statistics, district census tables and certain analytical tables based on PCA 
and amenity data in respect of villages. However, in some states it was confined to district census tables and 
in a few cases altogether given up due to delay in compilation and printing. 


While designing the format of 1981 DCH series some new features along with the restructuring of the formats 
of village and town directory have been attempted. At (ће same time, comparability with the 1971 data jas 
also been kept in view. All the amenities except power supply in the village have been! brought together 
in the village directory with the instruction that in case an amenity is not available in the referrent village 
the distance in board ranges from the nearest place where the amenity is available may be given. The 
restructuring of the format of the village directory and incorporating more exhaustive data on infrastructure 
aspect particularly in relation to amenities and land-use pattern is expected to further meet the need of micro 
level planning for rural areas. It is expected to help not only in local area planning but regulating the 
provision of goods and services as well so as to minimise the regional imbalances in the process of 
development. A few new items of information have also been introduced to meet some of the requirements 
of the Revised Minimum Needs Programme. Such new items of information as adult literacy centres, primary 
health sub-centres, and community health workers in the village have been introduced in the village directory 
with this objetive in mind. The new item on approach to the village is to have an idea about the villages 
in the district which are inaccessible. A new column, “total population and number of households" has 
been introduced to examine the correlation of the amenities with the population and number of households they 
serve. Addition of two more appendices listing the villages where no amenities are available and according to 
the proportion of scheduled caste and scheduled tribe population to the total population has also been made 


with this view in mind. 


The formats of the town directory have also been modified to meet the requirements of the Minimum 
Needs Programme by providing information on a few new items. A new statement on civic and other 
amenities in slums in Class-I and Class-II towns (Statement IV-A) has been introduced with this objective in 
mind. It is expected that this will help the planners to chalk out programmes on provision of civic amenities 
for the improvement of slums. The columns on Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes population in 
statement IV relating to civic and other amenities and adult literacy classes/centres under educational facilities 
in statement V are also added inter alia with this view. A significant addition is class of town in all the seven 
statements of the town directory. The infrastructure of amenities in urban areas of the nga Sun be best 
analysed by taking the class of towns into consideration. The addition of the columns on civic administration 


status and population in a few statements also serves this purpose. 
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The format of the primary census abstract for the villages and towns has been formulated in the light of 
changes in the economic and other questions canvassed through the individual slip of 1981 Census. 


In order to avoid delay in publication of 1981 DCH series it has been so designed that Part—A of the 
volume contains village and town directory and Part—B, the PCA of villages and towns including the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes PCA upto Police Station/Town levels. At the beginning of 
the DCH a detailed analytical note supported by a number of inset tables based on PCA and non- 
Census data in relation to the infrastructure has been introduced to enhance its value. This district and 
Police Station level maps depicting the boundaries and other important features have been inserted at 
appropriate places, to further enhance the value of the publication. 


This publication is a joint venture of the State Goverement and the Census Organisation. The data 
have been collected and compiled in the state under the direction of Shri S. N. Ghosh, IAS, the 
Director of Cenaus Operations, West Bengalon behalf of the State Government which has borne the cost of 
printing. The task of planning, designing and co-ordination of this publication was carried out by 
Shri N. G. Nag, Deputy Registrar General (Social Studies) of my office. Dr. B. K. Roy, Deputy Registrar 
General ( Map) provided the technical guidance in the preparation of the maps. Data received from 
Census Direcrorates have been scrutinised in the Social Studies Division at the head quarters under the guidance 
of Shri M. M. Dua, Senior Research Officer. I am thankful to all who have contributed in this project.

ANALYTICAL NOTE 


H has been the tradition of the Indian Census to present ihe census data under the two broad divisions 
termed urban and rural. 


The definition of an urban unit at the 1981 Census is as follows: > 
(a) All places with a Corporation, Municipality, Town Committee, Notified Area, Cantonment- 
(b) All other places which satisfied the following criteria : 
(i) A population of 5,000 as the minimum, 
Gi) Density per square kilometre would be a minimum of 400, and 
Gii) At least 75% of the male working force should be engaged in ncn-agricultural pursuits. 


Apart from town/citp the 1971 concept of urban agglomeration is also adopted for the 1981 Census. Am 
urban agglomeration means a ‘stretch of urban area covering more tban one municipality/town/urban 
outgrowth within a geographically contiguous urban continuum. An urban agglomeration shows how a 
particular area has had geographically continuous urbanisation. К 


Mention may be made іп this connection of urban outgrawths. The concept of urban outgrowth has come 
into force for the first time in 1981 Census. The outgrowth, which must necessarily be contiguous to an 
urban area, is itself an urban area in so far as it fulfils the last two criteria of being an urban unit, but it 
falls short on the population front; i.e. it would have a population of less than 5,0C0 but more tban 600. 


All other areas which are not covered by the definition of urban as stated etove will be treated as Rural. 


CENSUS HOUSE 


We defined the Census house in the following manner : “A census house is a building or part of a 
building having a separate main entrance from the road or common courtyard or staircase ete., used or 
recognised as a separate unit. It may be occupied or vacant. It may be used for a residential or non- 
resinential purposes or both”. Actually to make the concept understandable and applicable in field we had to 
introduce the concept of singleness of use. What, as per the above definition, would be a census house 
otherwise might not be so if there is no singleness of use.” 


HOUSEHOLD ' 


CRE a a n 
We defined household as follows ; “The household in a group of persons who commonly live together and 


would take their meals from a common kitchen unless the exigencies of work prevented any of them from 
doing so. There may be a household of persons related by blood or household of unrelated Persons or 


having a mix of both”. 
SCHEDULED CASTES/SCHEDULED TRIBES 


We have our own list of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes notified for our state only. If the person 
belonging to a scheduled castes or scheduled tribe returns his caste or tribe by a synonym or generic name of 


„ а. easte or a tribe, the information was noted if it found Place in the notified list. All efforts were given te

ascertain the correct, name of the scheduled caste or tribe as found in the notified list. For a household 
belonging to scheduled castes or scheduled tribes, religion of the head of househould was also examined. 
Scheuled caste population are found only among the population belonging to Hindu and Sikh religions but 
the scheduled tribe population may belong to any үс 


LITERATES 


In the census terminology, a persons who can both read and write with uaderstanding in any language is to be 
taken as literate. A man who can merely read but cannot write is not a literate. It is not necessary that a 
person who is literate should have received any formal education or should have passed any minimum 
education standard. All the ehildren of the-age of four years or less were treated at illiterate even if the child 
was attending a school or might have picked up reading and writing. 


Careful attention was also given while collecting information on educational attainment of individuals, The 
highest education level attained by the person enumerated was recorted. This information is vital for 


manpower planning. 


MAIN WORKERS 


The definition of worker difference between 1971 and 1981 and the system of dividing the entire population by 
application of the concept of worker has also undergone a very important change. Earlier in 1961 and then 
in 1971 the total population was divided into two categories mutually exclusive or each other. They were 
workers and non-workers respectively. But in-1981, this dichotomy has been replaced by a trichotomy with 
‘three categories mutually exclusive of each other, viz. main workers, marginal workers and non-workers. 


The 1961 Census definition of worker was as follows : 


“The basis of work will be satisfied in the case of seasonal work like cultivation, livestock, dairying, 
household industry etc., if the person has had some regular work of more than one hour a day throughout 
the greater part of the working season. In the case of regular employment in any trade, profession, service, 
business or'commerce the basis of work will be satisfied if the person was employed during any of the fifteen 
days preceding the day on which you (Enumerator) visited the “Household”. In 1971, the following 
definition was applied: “A worker is a person whose main activity is participation in any economically 
productive work by his physical or mental activity. Work involves not only actual work but effective 
supervision and direction of work. The reference period is one week prior to the date of enumeration in the 
case of regular work in trade, profession, service or business. Ifa person had any such regular work on any 
one of the days during this reference period and this has been returned as his main activity the person will be 
categorised accordingly. ....... "There are certain types of work which are not carried on throughout the year 
such as cultivation, livestock keeping, plantation work, some types of household industry etc. A person's 
main activity should be ascertained with reference to such work in last one year even if he was not economi- 
cally active in the week prior to enumeration" 


Further, those who did not do any work in the manner described above, yet did some work to come under 
the category of secondary worker. As per 1971 definition, it was to cover “cases like persons performing 
household duties or students who may not be engaged in any other economically productive work at all, as 
also those who, though basically are performing household duties or students etc., for the purpose of their 
main activity, still participated in some other economic activity such as helping the household in several items 
of work, as in cultivation, or in household industry, or in looking after the cattle, in attending to family 
business etc., but not to the extent as a full time work. Such participation will be considered as secondary 
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"work of those persons......... participation of work that goes to augment the income ofthe household will 
only be treated as economic activity". t 


In 1981 Census any one who has done any work at all during the last one year is a worker. The definition of 
work as participation in any economically productive activity either in physical or mental way remain more 
or less the same as ie 1971. But this time the population has been classified into three main groups, each 
mutually exclusive of the others. The main workers are those who have worked major part of the year 
preceding the enumeration. In other words, the main worker is somebody who has done economically 
productive work for at least 183 days during the year preceding enumeration. All workers have been 
eategorised in four distinct parts viz. (i) Cultivators, (ii) Agricultural Labourers, (iii) Household Industries 
and (iv) Other Workes in 1981 Census. This is a major departure from the 1971 categories of workers. 
In 1971 Census the workes were divided in nine categories. 


MARGINAL WORKERS * 


The marginal workers are those who have worked any time at all in the year preceding enumeration but have 
not worked for a major part of the year. In other words, marginal workers are. those who participated in 
-economically productive work for less than 183 days during the year preceding enumeration. 


NON-WORKERS 


Non-workers are those who have not done any economically productive work at all during the last one year. 
All non-workers have been divided into seven categories in 1981 Census. They are (i) Students, (ii) House- 
hold duties, (iii) Rentiers/Retired Persons, (iv) Beggers etc., (v) Inmates of Institution, (vi) Dependents 
and (vii) Others. ; 


;BRIEF HISTORY OF THE DISTRICT CENSUS HANDBOOK 


"The District Census Handbook was started. printing from 1951 Census. The Government and the 
Development agencies felt necessity ofthe data at micro-level for the social and economic development, all 
over the country during the post independence era. Until then, the compilation of data was limited to 
district, police station and town levels only. . In 1951, it was extended up to the mouza level. 


The publication programme of District Census Handbook of 1951 continued undisturbed in 1961 also and it 
was enlarged with the introduction of official statistics. : i F 


The major changes in the District Censús Handbook publication were introduced in 1971. The District 
Census Handbook 1971 was divided into three parts viz. Part XA, Part XB and Part XC. The first part 
dealt with Village and Town Directories. In Village Directory the villagewise data on amenities available was 
given and the information in respect of each town was given the Town Directory. The Part XB consists 
of Villege and Townwise, (Wardwise fór Municipalities, Town Committees and all Statutory Towns) Primary 
Census Abstract of the concerned district. 


The third part i.e; Part XC dealt with the non-census data and social, economic and cultural tables. All the 
three parts were printed either in two volumes i.e. Part XA & XB and Part XC or in three volumes Part XA, 


Part XB and Part XC separately according to the size of districts. 
The scope of District Census Handbook 1981 has been enlarged considerably specially in relation to the 


amenities available in the villages and towns and landuse pattern in villages and non-municipal towns. The 
collecton-of data on recognised slums of Class І and Class II towns of the state is: a new addition of 1981 in 


t€; 


the Town Directory Portion of the District Census Handbook. The format of the primary census abstract have: 
been restructured due to the change of economic questions. The data on marginal workers collected through 
the canvassing of individual slips is an important addition. Workers have been categorised in four 


sectors instead of nine in 1971. 


SCOPE OF VILLAGE DIRECTORY 


dena. ela ct E 
A twenty column format was canvassed during 1981 Census period for collection of data from each and every: 
mouza within each police station. This is called village directory. The mouzas within a police station 
have been represented in order of their location codes. This twenty column format has been divided in four 
parts. The column nos. 1—4 represent general information, columns no. 5—14 represent amenities available, 
columns nos. 15 to 19 are meant for landuse pattern and the column 20 contains special information in 
respect of historical, archaeological and religious interest about the mouza. At the end of each police. station, 
the totalling has been done for col. nos. 3 to 6 and 15—19. If any amenity is not available in the village a 
dash *—" has been marked in the relevant column and next to it the distance of the nearest place where the 

` facility is available has been given in the broad ranges. 


The following systems were followed for indicating educational institutions, if ans, located within the 
villages, The abbreviations used for the educotional institutions are also given below : 


1. Primary of Elementary School (P) 


All nursery, kindergarten, pre-basic, pre-primary, Junior Basic School upto Class V and Primary School 
upto Class IV have been inclueed in this group. 


2. Junior Secondary or Middle School (M) = 


All schools from Class V to Class VIII including Junior Madrasa upto Class VHI have been noted in 
this group. 


3. Secondary School (H) 


All schools upto Class X including the schools providing Senior Cambridge Course and High Madrasa 
upto Class X have been treated as high school.

4. Higher Secondary School (PUC) 


All educational institutions where the education is imparted for Class XI and XII have been marked for 
this group. 


While collecting the data according to the pattern as stated above certain limitations were imposed. We 
have considered only those institutions which are recognised by any competent authority and the specific 
classes of a school upto which recognition has been given. In case of composite schools like secondary 
schools with middle classes and primary classes or middle schools, with primary classes, the relevant groups of 
classes have been treated Separately, e.g., a composite school having classes upto XII (Twelve) has been 
divided as follows :

16 is to be noted that by dint of the above kind of division, we are not going by how many educational 
institutions physically exist within a village, but by occupying of classes each group being treated as a school 
of its kind. It is also to be noted that the said groupings will hold true irrespective of the educational 
institution they belong to. For example, the grouping marked at PUC i.e. Class XI and Class XII may 
physically belong to a college, but for the purpose of the Village Dircetory, these two classes taken together 
has constituted one unit of PUC., the rest of the classes has been treated as a college. 


5. College (C) 
Any college with the disciplines of Arts, Science and Commerce have been grouped here. 
6. Industrial School (I) 
7. Training School (Tr) 
8. Adult Literacy Class/Centre (AC) 
‘9. Other Educational Institution (O) 


(Sanskrittole, Senior Basic School, Makhtab etc. have been noted as others). 


‘It is needless to mention once again that іп sl. no. 5 to 9 the institutions having recognition from any com- 
petent authority have been taken into account. 

In case of more than one institution of a type in the village, the number of institutions have been indicated in 
brackets. If any of the educational institutions as stated above is located in a village the existence of other 
types of educational institutions located in nearest villags(s) have not been collected. Suppose, a primary 
School is functioning in the village, but there is no middle or high school in the village under feference, in 
this case we have not indicated the distance of the nearest place where a middle school or a high school 
exists. Similarly, if there is a high school only a particular village, no efforts are given for collecting distance 
of a nearest place where a primary or middle school exists. The distance by ranges of a nearest place where 
educational facility is available have been collected from villages having no facility of any of the above 
mentioned nine categories of educational institutions. 


In the medical fields there are a variety of amenities. These are indicated with abbreviations whether within 
ithe village exists.any of the following medical institutions :

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The information have been collected in respect of those institutions only which are organised and/or aided by 
Government/Semi-Government/Public bodies/locol bodies/social service agencies like the missioneries. The 
institutions run by private individuals have not been covered. But the information on Registered Private 
Practitioners of any branch have been noted. If there are more than one facility in the village, (he same have 
been indicated. in appropriate abbreviations. In case of more institutions of a type in the village, the number 
of institutions have been indicated against the abbreviations in bracket where no amenity is available within 
the village, a dash (—) has been shown in relevant column and any of the facilities as given above available 
in a nearest place have been noted showing the distance in broad ranges.

If there аге more than опе source of drinking water іп the village, the same have been indicated in appro- 
priate abbreviations in thé relevant column. In absence of any source of drinking water in the village, a 
dash ‘—’ has been given in the relevant column and next to it the distance in broad ranges of the nearest 
` place where any of the aforesaid facilities is available has been given. 


The Post & Telegaraph amenities available within the village have been collected by codes as given below. 
The Post office includes Branch and Sub Post Offices also. The villages having no facilities in respect of Post

The Town Direetory has been prepared for all the staturory towns like Municipal Corporations (MO), 
Municipalities (M), Notified Areas (NA), Town Committees (TC) and Contonment areas as well as the 
non-statutory census towns (NM) including the outgrowths. The particulars about each town have been 
presented in seven statements each dealing with a particular set of information. The information so collected 
in the seven statements is independent of each other. The statement IVA is a new addition in town directory 
statements. It covers the information regarding demographic, civic and other amenities available in the 
notified or organised slums haying a population of 50,000 or more. The towns having outgrowths have been 
identified with the asterisk (*) and the information available on outgrowths for each statement have - 
been included with the information of core town.

Statement II 


The statement deals with the physical aspects and Location of the town as on April 1980. This statement is. 
divided into two. First dealing with the climatological data which include rainfall and maximum-minimum 
temperature. The information on climatological aspects are not available in respect of some of the towns. 
In that case the inforfhation noted from the nearest place where it is available. This alternative however,

In case of medical institutions, the institutions run by the private doctors have not been taken into account, 
The institutions run by or aided by Government, Semi-Government, Local Bodies, Charitable Institutions 
and Social Service Agencies like Missionaries etc. have been counted. Where these facilities were not avail- 
able, the distance of the nearest place where these facilities are available has been noted. The Family Planning 
Centres attached to hospitals or Maternity and Child Welfare Centres or Primary Health Centres have been 
treated as separate units. The maternity and Child Welfare Centres, Veneral Disease Clinic, Chest Clinic 
and Leprosy Clinic etc. have been treated as independent institutions and indicated in “Others” category of 
medical institutions. 


While presenting the data on educational institutions, the Sam? procedure as a Village Directory has been 
followed in respect of the school and college education. The column 6 includes educational institution. like 
Teachers’ Training College, Basic Training College etc. The information on short-hand, type-writing and 
other vocational training institutions have been given in column 10. In this case only the recognised institu- 
tions. have been considered. The “recognised” means recognised by any Statutory authority—like the 
Education Department, Commerce Department, Labour Department etc, of the Government or Semi 
Government or autonomous bodies, public sector projects like municipality, corporation etc.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE DISTRICT 


The district has been so named after its most important town Bankura. In Runnell’s Map 1779, it appeared 
as 'Bancoorah' to denote a small village. It was also referred to a ‘Bakoonda’ or sometimes as *Bankoorah' 
in various official papers. : ; ` 


"O'Malley says in his Gazetteer that according to local tradition, the town was named after its deputed founder 
Banku Rai. Another local legend is that the town is so called after Bir Bankura, the son of Bir Hambir, 
Raja of Bishnupur, who divided his kingdom into twentytwo circles for his twentytwo sons. O'Malley had 
another opinion that the “name isa corruption of Bankunda, meaning the five tanks”. 


According to late Jogesh Chandra Ray Vidyanidhi, a noted scholar of Bankura the place might have been 
so named because of the *curved' (banka) position of the “lingam' in the famous Siva temple of Ekteswar, 
about 3 kilometres outside the town. He also Suggested that the two words ‘bam’ (left) and ‘kunda’ 
(a spring or a reservoir) might have been combined to form ‘Bamkunda’ and then Bankura. 


The National Professor Suniti Kumar Chatterji also thinks that the word ‘Bankura’ might have sprung from 
the Sanskrit root word ‘vakra’, meaning ‘crooked or serpentine’, which in Prakrit became vakka and then 
vanka. Whereas this, transformed to “New Indo-Aryan’ as banka, vanka, banku etc. 
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PHYSICAL ASPECTS 


The district of Bankura lies between 22°38' and 23*38' North latitudes and between 86*36' and 87*46' East 
longitudes. It is bounded on the north and a part of the north-east by the district of Barddhaman, from 
which it is separated by the natural barrier of the Damodar river. The south-east of the district is bounded 
by the districts of Hugli while on the south-west it is bounded by the districts of Medinipur and Puruliya. 
The district in shape resembles roughly an isoscles traingle waged in between Puruliya and Barddhaman, 
with its apex nearby opposite Raniganj at the junction of Barddhaman and Puruliya districts and with an 
irregular east-west base line resting on Medinipore and Hugli. 


The district of Bakura lies along the intermediate country between the Chhota Nagpur Plateau and rice 
producing alluvial plains in the lower Gangetic delta. So the district may be divided broadly into three 
topographic regions viz. (1) the hilly country to the west, (2) connecting undulating tract in the middle, and 
(3) the level alluvial plains to the east. The latter tract covers the entire subdivision of Bishnupur and some 
of the eastern police stations of the Sadar subdivision. The undulations are more pronounced in the west- 
ward and the land is interpersed with rocky hillocks and broken up into low ridges valleys. To the extreme 
west the elevation becomes still more pronounced as the Chota Nagpur Plateau is reached and this portion 
of the district comprised of numerous groups of hills and isolated peaks and therefore broken and rocky 
in nature. 

The hills of the district consists of the outliers of the Chota Nagpur Plateau, of which and only two are of 
considerable height, they are Susunia and Biharinath. The height of these two hills are approximately 440 
and 427 metres. Among the rivers of the district, most important is Damodar. Tt rises in the hilly country 
of Chota Nagpur about 97 kilometres west of Ramgarh and is being fed by the waters of many small hill- 
streams and rivulets including the Barakar, which touches upon the district of Bankura. The chief tributory 
of the Damodar is sali. Another tributory of important is Bodai. Next tothe Damodar is the Dwarkeswar 
which is second most important river of the district. It takes off near the Tilabani hills of Puruliya district. 
It has a number of tributaries viz. Arkusa, Gandheswari, Berai, Silabati etc. Silabati or Silai forms the 
largest tributory of the Dwarakeswar. 


The river Kansabati or Kansai, another river of district rises in the hilly terrains of Jhalda palice station 
of Puruliya district. Other small but significant streams of the district are the Berai, the Kana Damodar, 
the Vairabbanki and the Tarafeni. 


MAJOR CHARACTERISTICS OF THE DISTRICT 


The forest of the district occupy an area of 1482 square kilometres which constitutes 21.54 percent of the 
total geographical area of the district. In 1972-73, the area under protected forests was 1246 square kilometres 
while the unclassed State Forests and lands covered 150 square kilometres. 


Bankura district is characterised by a very limited deposits of commercially important minerals. Coal is however 
the principal mineral of the district. The minerals like china clay, iron, copper, limestone mica and wolfram 


are also found in limited quantities. 


The district derives its power from the West Bengal State Electricity Board. All the five towns in the district 
have been provided with electricity. In rural areas of the district i.e. out of 3540 inhabited villages only- 


505 enjoy the benefits of electricity. This works out to be 14.27 percent only.

The economy of the district of Bankura is predominently rural in nature. Agriculture is the principal source 
ef livelihood of the people of the district. The participations in the categories of cultivation and agricultural 
labourers together Work out to 75.72 percent of the total workers as per 1981 Census. The total area under 
production’ of food-graitis (1976-77) was 383.9 thousand hectares. Rice was cultivated in 357.1 thousand 
héctares ahd Wheat in 17:4 thousand hectares. The foodgrains produced during 1976-77 were 448.8 thousand 
tonnes; of which cereals being 445.4 thousand tonnes, Out of which, rice was produced 412.2 thousand 
tonnes and wheat 32.1 thousand tonnes, The yield rates (per hectare) during the year 1976-77 were 1,154 kgs. 
and 1,844 kgs for rice and wheat respectively. š : 


The ‘irrigation’ potentiality of the district can bé ascertained from the fact that the Kangsabati Project canals 
provided water for irrigation to 100,671 hectares of land in the districts in 1976-77. 28,160 thousand hectares 
of’ land’ were’ catered Dy the canals of the Damodar Valley Corporation during the same year. Whereas 
medium’ ‘irrigation projects, "viz. Suvankár Danfa Canals and Batai Canals covered 1,455 and 1,826 hectares 
of land during the referrent'year. Tn addition 3,775 heetares of land” were’ irrigated by the different minor 
irrigation projects of the district. "Minor irrigation ‘schemes in the district, is in fact comprised of 64 deep 
tubewells and 124 rivet lift irrigation schemes. It may be noted that only 40.25 percent of the total 
cultivable land of the district is irrigated as evident from the villagewise landuse data of 1981 Census.

The two old time industries viz. lac and conch-shell of the district which were once carried out extensively till 
the first quarter of the twentieth century show a declining trend now. The Govt. of West Bengal is endeavour- | 
ing to revitalize these industries by setting up of different schemes. 


According to the available statistics, there were 73 registered working factories in the district in 1977. Of 
which 42 pertain to rice milling (by power machine) and 16 in connection with the production of edible oils 
(such as mustard oil, groundnut oil, til oil etc). The small scale industrial units as registered with the 
Directorate of Cottage and Small Scale Industries in West Bengal till March 1977 were 374. As per household 
Census held in August-September 1980, factories, workshops and worksheds occupied 7,125 census houses 
whereas the workshop-cum-residence including household industry covered 11,190 Census houses in the 


district of Bankura. 


Trade in agricultural products played an important role in the economy of the district. The surplus paddy 
and rice is sold to the wholesellers who in turn export the same outside the limits of the district. The 
similar practice is followed in case of other foodgrains like wheat, pulses etc, as well. The food crop like k 
sugarcane is crushed mostly by the growers who sale the products locally in the retail market as well as 
to the wholesellers. Non-food crops like fibre are exported outside the district entirely. As regards trading 
of some other commodities such as mustared oil and vegetables, these are mainly exported, like are the lac 
sticks, the products of silk industry, the tobacco leaves, the cotton weaving products, the products of brass " 
and bell-metal industries are exported as these items have a ready market throughout the country. 


The district is lying in between Durgapur industrial complex to the north-east and the Jamshedpur industrial 
on to the west. Moreover, Hooghly conurbation is to the south-east of the district. As such the district 
occupies a significant position. The district covers 364 kilometres State Highways till 1975-76. The district 
connects the district of Barddhaman and the Grand Trank Road by road accross the Durgapur Barrage. 
The important highways of the district are Bankura-Ranibandh (56.3 kms), Bankura-Taldangra Link Road 
(22.5 kms.), Taldangra-Simlapal Road (16.1 kms), Taldangra-Bansa Road (37 kms), Bankura-Indus Road 
(64.4 kms.) and Simlapal-Sarenga-Bamundighat (32.2 km). In the district of Bankura, the public works 
and the public works (Roads) Depatment in West Bengal maintained 1,023 kilometres Extra Municipal Road 
in 1977, of which 856 kilometres were surfaced. The Extra Municipal Road maintained by the Zilla 
Parishad on the other hand were 1,006.16 kilometres during the same period. In all, the municipalities 


of the district had 174.54 kms, road length during this period. 
It took about half a century (i.e. from 1853 to 1900 for the Indian railways to reach Bankura district. The 


Kharagpur-Puruliya section of the South Eastern Railway was inaugurated in 1900 A.D. Itconnects Piardoba, 
the southern most station within tne district of Bankura with the Amdiha on the north-western border of the 


district. The length of this strip is 75 kilometers approximately.

There isa Navaratna Rasmancha (nine 
towered shrine on a high plinth) in the village Abantika of Vishnupur police station which provides unique 
example of temple decoration not found elsewhere. The village Bahulara in Onda police station is famous 
for its large brick temple dedicated to Siddheswar Mahadev. The village Beliatora in Barjora police station 
is known as an important seat of Dharma worship in the district. The vermilion basemeered image of 


Dharmaraj is installed on a wooden throne in the temple of Dharmaraj. 


The district of Bankura has many interesti 
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A highly-abraded image of Parswanath—is found to be reclining in one of the walls of the temples in Biharinath 
an isolated forest-clad hill in the north-west corner of Saltora police station. There is also a twelve-armed 
stone image, apparently of Vishnu found in the temple. 


The village Bikrampur in the Onda police station contains an interesting laterite temple known as Gopal 
Mandir. The shrine was built in 1659 A.D. by a Malla King of Vishnupur. A Sikhara temple of Orissan 
style is found in the village Dharapat of Vishnupur police station. The temple is dedicated to an idol called 
Shyamchand Thakur, commonly known as Nengta Thakur. Two laterite temple dedicated to Shadeswara and 
Saileswara which are variant names of Siva are found in tne village Dihar of Vishnupur police station. The 
Siva temple in the village Panchal of Sonamukhi police station is one of the most renowned temple in the 
district. The temple of Ekteswar situated in Ekteswar village of Bankura police station, is one of the most 
interesting relegious edifices in the district. Ekteswar is an important centre of Sivaite worship attracting large 
members of pilgrims throughout the year. 


There is a splendid stone temple, about 1.2 metres high and built in the orissan style in the village Ghutgarya 
of Barjora police station. This temple is an object of great archaeologicnl interest and it is protected by the 
Archaeological Survey of India. 


Of the other important temples іп the district, the names of the temple of Santiaatha Siva in Konarpur village 
of Kotulpur police station, the group of temples dedicated to Bhubaneswara Siva in the village of Salda of 
Joypur police station. A large Sikhara temple which appeares to be built in or about eleventh century in the 
village Sonatopal of Bankura police station and the temples of Malleswara, Madan Gopal, Madan Mohan 
Radha Madhav and Sridhara in Vishnupur town, deserve special mention. 


The district is also rich in archaeological remains. The archaeological remains consisting of a fine laterite 
Sikhara temple and a stone image of Jain Pontiff Parswanatha in the village Harmasra of Taldangra police 
station, several small stone images of Jain Pontiffs (Tirthankares) and Vishnu in the village Jamkuri of 
Patrasaer police station, the remains of some temples and ruins within a brick enclosure in the village Chhatna 
of Chhatna police station are also noteworthy. 


The continuous dam over the river Kangsabati and its tributory, the birth place of Sarodamani Devi, wife of 
Sri Sri Ramkrishna Paramhansa Deva in the village Jayrambati of Kotulpur police station, an ancient site of 
great antiquarian interest in the village Paresnath of Ranibundh police station and the Susunia Hill — the 
most important peak in the district situated oa the northern border of Chhatna police station to a hight of 
439.5 metres attract the tourists in large number throughout the year. 


ANALYSIS OF DATA 


It is a Census tradition to analyse certain data on social and demographic information collected during 
census enumeration and from ancillary projects like Town Directory and Village Directory. The District 
Census Handbook 1951 and 1961 were decorated with such analysis which were most attractive to the 
scholars. The District Census Handbook 1981 follows the same manner as in 1951 and 1961. A large number 
of inset tables has been prepared in Town Directory and Village Directory to make the analysis more scientific 
and acceptable. 
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The Table—1 deals with the distribution of villages according to the availability of different amenities.
